A R T IC L E 5. 


Except where otherwise expressly provided in this Covenant 
or by the terms of the present Treaty, decisions at any meeting of 
the Assembly or of the Council shall require the agreement of all 
the Members of the League represented at the meeting. 
All matters of procedure at meetings of the Assembly or of the 
Council, including the appointment of Committees to investigate 
particular matters, shall be regulated by the Assembly or by the 
Council and may be decided by a majority of the Members of the 
League represented at the meeting. 
The first meeting of the Assembly and the first meeting of the 
Council shall be summoned by the President of the United States 
of America. 


A R T IC L E 6. 
The permanent Secretariat shall be established at the Seat of 
the League. 
The Secretariat shall com prised Secretary General 
and such secretaries and staff as may be required. 
The first Secretary General shall be the person name J in the 
Annex; thereafter the Secretary General shall be appointed by the 
Council with approval of the majority of the Assembly. 
The secretaries and staff of the Secretariat shall be appointed 
by the Secretary General with the approval of the Council. 
The Secretary General shall act in that capacity at all meet­ 
ings of the Assembly and of the Council. 
The expenses of the Secretariat shall be borne by the Mem­ 
bers of the League in accordance with the apportionment of the 
expenses of the International Bureau of the Universal Postal Union. 


A R T IC L E 7. 
The Seat of the League is established at Geneva. 
The Council may at any time decide that the Seat of the League 
shall be established elsewhere. 
All positions under or in connection with the League, includ­ 
ing the Secretariat, shall be open equally to men and women. 
Representatives of the Members of the League and officials 
of the League when engaged on the business of the League shall 
enjoy diplomatic privileges and immunities. 
The buildings and other property occupied by the League or 
its officials or by Representatives attending its meetings shall be 
inviolable.

EXPOSING A FALSEHOOD. 


Senator Spencer-, republican, Mis- 
souri’s accidental senator, announces 
that he will continue to charge that 
the president at the Peace Confer­ 
ence pledged American military aid to 
Rumania and Serbia in case their soil 
was invaded at any time by an enemy. 
Of course, he will. The president has 
proved from the official record that 
Senator Spencer’s charge is false, but 
what difference does that 
make to 
Senator Spencer? 
Senator Spencer is 
a republican politician, a member of 
the republican senate 
cabal, and he 
believes in the senate’s cabal methods. 
The senate cabal does not care par­ 
ticularly whether 
any 
statement is 
true or not. 
If it will damage the 
president and the democratic party 
and promote republican chances of 
success in the 
election, the 
senate 
cabal will make use of it and reiterate 
it, no matter how false it is. 
This Spencer episode is typical of 
the whole unscrupulous 
proceedings 
of the republican organization in its 
effort to win this election by hook or 
crook. 
Intelligent 
persons 
did not 
need the 
official 
transcript of the 
president’s actual words to perceive 
and understand what was in his mind 
when he was talking to the Rumanian 
and Serbian 
representatives 
at the 
Peace Conference. 
He was trying to 
prevent the inclusion in the Treaty of 
certain provisions which were plainly 
pernicious and which would be likely 
to breed trouble. 
In order to make 
the Rumanian, and Serbian represent­ 
atives see the resasonabieness of his 
stand, he pointed out to them that this 
nation would assume certain obliga­ 
tions under the Covenant and that, 
therefore, it could not be expected to 
agree to Treaty provisions which it 
believed to be bad and the upholding 
of which would 
require 
the use of 
force by this nation 
and 
the other 
covenanting nations. 
In short these words of the presi­ 
dent which the republicans are now 
using against him obviously represent­ 
ed an effort on his part to promote the 
ends of justice 
and 
of 
permanent 
peace in the making of the Treaty. He 
ought to be praised for therp instead 
of blamed, and 
decent 
republicans 
must be heartily ashamed of the pre­

misrepresentation 
of 
which Senator Spencer and the na­ 
tional republican organization which 
is supporting and 
encouraging him 
have been guilty. 
The whole performance is a dema­ 
gogic bid for the votes of the ignorant 
and the thoughtless.
